The argument that the claimed process requires a heat exchanger is not in direct contact 
with the liquid phase and uses at least part of the gas phase as a coolant medium. This argument 
is not persuasive since on page 13, lines 22-16-23, Gibson discloses that the fluidizing gas 
(monomers) is emerging from the top of the bed and led to a heat exchanger to remove the heat. 
On page 4 of the remark, applicants also admitted that there is an outside heat exchanger which 
cannot be directly contact with the liquid phase inside the reactor. Clearly, Gibson's heat 
exchanger cannot be directly contacted with the liquid phase in the reaction bed. On column 12, 
line 17, Gibson teaches that the recycled gaseous monomer is used to cool the bed. 

The argument that on page 12, lines 16 and 17 and page 13, line 10 teaches only gas 
phase is not persuasive since on page 12, lines 10-25, Gibson also discloses the presence of 
liquid in the reaction zone. For examples, on line 14, Gibson uses the term "at least partially in 
the gaseous phase", on lines 21-23, again Gibson discloses the presence of liquid in the reaction 
zone. Clearly, on line 20, Gibson discloses the term "substantially free from liquid" which means 
the presence of liquid.
